N E W L A W S B E N E F I T C R IM IN A L S 
Xew' criminal Iaw*s in the various states 
show a pronounced tendency to keep law*- 
breakers out of penal institutions rather 
than put tliem in. 
A report from the 
Am erican Bar Association describes the 
attempts of state legislatures to relieve 
the overcrowded conditions in prisons by 
passing new' law*s. 
Riots, disorder and 
rebellion in prison institutions in the past 
two or three years have made it vital lo r 
legislative groups to focus tlieir attention 
on the 
appalling 
congestion 
in these 
places. 


Ohio, for instance, has vested broad 
powers of clemency in its parole board 
which it recently raised to a position ot 
great importance in the state. This board, 
which is allowed to proceed on its own 
initiative, has w ide discretion and has the 
authority to discharge a man from prison 
because of poor health, the Columbia Mis­ 
sourian points out. 
Haw'aii maintains an 
unpaid parole board wdiich can take up a 
case, iix a minimum term and grant such 
paroles as it sees fit. 
Because of a gi*eat- 
ly augmented prison population in Texas, 
laws 
have 
been 
passed 
which 
give 
a 
judge, in passing a sentence, authority to 
permit a prisoner to remain at large and 
eai n his line. 
Besides leaving jail room 
foe others, this law' brings added revenue 
into state coHers. 
A Tennessee law* pro­ 
vides that a judge may put into use a 
suspended sentence of parole before a 
prisoner has entered a penal institution. 
Jurisdiction of a sentenced crim inal who 
is at large under such circumstances is re­ 
tained by Hie judge. 
Alabam a has a sim- 
ilai law'. 
Tlie state of M aryland has set 
tip a probation department under the su- 
pieme bench ot i^ltim ore w hich may sus­ 
pend tlie probable sentence of an indict­ 
ed pel son before conviction. 
In Oregon 
a new' law' extends the power to grant pa- 
loles to all courts in the state w'hereas 
only circuit courts had been able to do it 
in the past. 
Paroling prisoners in order to 
let them w'ork is a new' Michigan law 
w hich makes 
an 
attempt 
to 
relieve 
ci'ow'ded jail conditions. 


Criminologists point out that the effect 
of liberalizing parole and probation stat­ 
utes in an effort to relieve prison pres­ 
sure w ill let real criminals out of ja il as 
w ell as those guilty of transgressing sump­ 
tuary law's. 
Such prison relaxation w ill 
beiielit both 
moral and technical crim­ 
inals. 
But criminologists 
cannot 
agree 
w'hether to pack prisoners in jails and 
fear riots, or to permit them to go free 
and endanger the lib eily of the people.

The Chicago gang leader w'as just 
one of 3100. as he xvas put through ' 
his prison examinations. 


Capone 
stepped 
into the prison 
office last night and as far as the 
public was concerned he might have 
been stepping from the face of the 
earth for a period of about seven 
and a half years, long enough for 
even the notoriety of a Capone to 
become dim. 
As 
Capone 
began 
serving 
his 
eleven-year sentence for income tax 
evasion his story became the story 
of all the other prisoners. 
It starts with first call at 4:45 
o’clock 
in 
the morning and 
ends 
xvith “lights out’’ at 9 P. M. 
It in­ 
cludes meals at about 22 cents per 
prisoner per day, work in the var­ 
ious prison shops or at odd jobs, 
and possibly an evening’s entertain­ 
ment of moving pictures, boxing or 
am ateur theatricals. 
Capone checked in his flashy and 
expensive clothing and was given a 
uniform 
of 
cotton 
shirt, 
trousers 
and jacket, all grayish 
blue. 
He 
must submit to prison haircut and 
remain in quarantine for three or 
four xveeks. 
He can expect an assignment at 
the end of that period 
to either 
tlie laundry or the tailor shop. 
If 
he behaves himself and shows ahil- 
ity. he can look forxvard to a cler­ 
ical job or xvork in the library with 
opportunities for study and reading.

A FLAN I A, May 5.— The big steel 
gates of the Atlanta federal prison 
clanged shut last night behind “Scar- 
face Al ’ Capone and public enemy 
No. 1 became convict No. 40886. 
At 7:09 p., m.. Central Standard 
Time, the Clucago gang boss began 
serxing 
his

sentence 
for evading income taxes, a sent­ 
ence that was expected to break up 
his domination of Chicago’s under­ 
world and his far reaching pow'er 
in other cities as well. 
Capone’s 
notoriety followed 
liim 
to the very doors of his exile. 
He 
left the train that had brought him 
from prison m the glare of flash­ 
lights 
and 
as 
he 
walked 
up

steps of the penitentiary the con­ 
victs in one wing broke out in a 
cry 
that 
sounded 
half cheer and 
half hoot. 
United Stales Marshal H. C. W. 
Laiibenheimer of Chicago delivered 
his burly prisoner to Warden A. C. 
Aderhold and came out heaving a 
sign of relief. The “big felloxv” was 
off his hands and in prison at last. 
Usual prison routine was follow’- 
ed to the letter. Warden Aderhold 
asked in formal manner “ what is 
your n am e?” the gang chief, known 
throughout the world as the most 
notorious of modern criminals, look­ 
ed slightly surprised and answ'ered 
“Alphonse Capone.”

PRINCIPLES OF CO-OPERATIVE 
TRADE RELATIONS 


Adopted May 2, 1921 by the Ges Industry 


It is recommended that gas companies take the initiative 
in bringing about conferences with dealers in their local­ 
ities, to the end that the follow ing or ocher m utually 
acceptable principles may be agreed upon, adopted and 
put into use for the purpose of stim ulating the sale of 
suitable gas appliances and promoting the use of gas 
service in a w ay that will be m utually advantageous to 
ail participants. 


All gas appliances offered for sale by all cooperative agencies 
shall bear the seal of approval of the American Gas Association 
Testing Laboratory. 


9 
No appliance or merchandise not directly related to the use of gas 
shall be sold by gas utilities. 


In all merchandising activities, the re-sale mark up of ail gas appli­ 
ances that have received reasonable customer acceptance shall be 
consistent with present day merchandising practices. There shall 
be no premiums given with nor trade-in allowances made in con­ 
nection with the sale of any such appliances unless all cooperating 
agencies arc in a position to participate. 


The presenting to the public of those gas appliance* not having 


received reasonable customer acceptance shall be considered as pro­ 
motional activities and not as merchandising activities. 


Coordinated advertising of approved appliances should be developed 
by gas urility companies and local dealers, and the gas company 
should give ail reasonable assistance possible to the dealer in adver­ 
tising, displays, and sales assistance.
